Experiments  on  Animals 

HOME  OFFICE  FIGURES  FOR  1960 

OVER  a  million  experiments  were  per- 
formed in  the  course  of  preparing  and 
testing  substances  intended  for  use  in 
the  treatment  of  disease  in  1960,  in- 
cluding 1,236,585  for  the  standardisa- 
tion of  sera,  vaccines  or  other  drugs  as 
required  by  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
Act.  Those  figures  are  given  in  the  1960 
return  of  experiments  on  living  animals 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  Is.  3d.). 
During  the  year  a  total  of  3,701,187 
experiments  were  performed.  Appro- 
priate licences  were  held  by  6,872  per- 
sons throughout  the  year,  or  some  part 
[of  it,  but  it  would  appear  from  the  re- 
turns of  experiments  furnished  by  the 
licensees  that  1,989  of  them  performed 
no  experiments.  In  the  course  of  cancer 
investigations  458  licensees  carried  out 
229,751  experiments  which  included 
52,923  performed  under  anaesthesia  and 
176,828  which  did  not  require  anaesthe- 
tics, since  they  comprised  merely  simple 
injections,  external  applications  or 
feeding  "  experiments  designed  to  test 
Eor  potential  carcinogens  in  food  or 
iother  substances  in  common  domestic 
or  commercial  use.  Experiments  per- 
formed under  anaesthesia  throughout  the 
year,  which  terminated  in  the  killing  of 
the  animal  while  still  anaesthetised 
totalled  51,560.  The  number  of  experi- 
ments not  requiring  anaesthetics  was 
3,345,464  which  constituted  about  90 
per  cent,  of  the  total  made  during  the 
year.  Those  experiments  were  mostly 
noculations,  external  applications, 
nodifications  of  the  animals  diet  or 
environment,  or  the  administration  of 
i  drug  or  toxin  followed  by  observa- 
ion.  For  the  purposes  of  public  health 
t>r  the  direct  diagnosis  of  disease, 
El 8,931  experiments  were  made.  Ac- 
cording to  the  return  those  procedures 
vith  "  relatively  few "  exceptions,  in- 
volved only  simple  inoculations.  In  the 


course  of  the  year,  1,506  visits  were 
paid  by  Inspectors  to  registered  labora- 
tories (mostly  without  previous  notifi- 
cation). Such  inspections  revealed  that 
both  stock  and  experimental  animals 
were  properly  accommodated  and  cared 
for  and  that  licencees  were,  in  general, 
fully  attentive  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Cruelty  to  Animals  Act,  and  the 
Secretary  of  State's  conditions  attached 
to  their  licences. 

A  Forgery  Spotted 

LONDON  PHARMACIST'S  PROMPT  ACTION 

"I  DIDN'T  like  the  look  of  it,  so  I 
phoned  the  doctor."  That  is  how  Mr. 
G.  L.  Simmonds,  M.P.S.,  described  his 
reaction  to  a  National  Health  prescrip- 
tion for  thirty-six  tab.  heroin  gr.  i 
presented  at  his  pharmacy  (S.  Sim- 
monds, Ltd.,  116  Wigmore  Street,  Lon- 
don, W.l)  on  August  17.  His  suspicions 
were  confirmed  by  the  prescriber  (Dr. 
J.  Misquitta)  who  revealed  that  a  pad  of 
forms  had  disappeared  from  his  sur- 
gery on  the  previous  evening.  Dr.  Mis- 
quitta had  certainly  not  written  the  pre- 
scription in  question.  An  assistant  was 
sent  from  the  shop  to  fetch  a  police- 
man, who  shepherded  the  customer  and 
his  lady  companion  into  the  dispensary, 
where  the  man  admitted  attempting  to 
obtain  drugs  by  means  of  a  forged  pre- 
scription, and  was  duly  charged.  His 
companion,  he  said,  was  a  drug  addict. 
Mr.  Simmonds.  when  asked  what  had 
aroused  his  suspicions,  said  that  in  his 
experience  doctors  rarely  ordered  dia- 
morphine  under  its  other  name  heroin.

macy. 

The  N.H.S.  Today 

AN  INDEPENDENT  ANALYSIS 

THE  National  Health  Service,  so  often 
the  instigator  of  cost  and  wages  analy- 
ses, is  itself  scrutinised  in  a  Basil  Black- 
well  publication  "  The  Genesis  of  the 
British  National  Health  Service  "  (price 
6s.  6d.).  The  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry  have  extracted 
the  following  paragraph  from  the  book 
and  circulated  it  to  those  members  of 
both  Houses  of  Parliament  who  are 
known  to  have  a  special  interest  in  the 
National  Health  Service : 

"  Every  British  Government  since  1948  has 
expressed  special  alarm  at  the  steadily  mount- 
ing cost  of  medicines  under  the  National  Health 
Service.  Measure  after  measure  has  been  im- 
posed, committee  after  committee  has  reported 
for  the  purpose  of  curbing  this  form  of  ex- 
penditure. The  Government  has  exhorted  the 
public  to  restrain  its  demands;  it  has  set  up 
and  strengthened  its  investigating  machinery  in 
order  to  check  excessive  prescribing  on  the 
part  of  doctors  (and,  in  the  process,  run  the 
risk  of  interfering  with  professional  independ- 
ence and  experiment);  price  curbs  have  been 
imposed  upon  manufacturers  of  pharmaceuti- 
cal products  to  the  point  where  research  may 
have  been  discouraged.  Yet  the  cost  of  medi- 
cines under  the  National  Health  Service  was, 
in  1959,  only  about  10  per  cent,  of  the  total 
cost  and  the  expenditure  per  head  of  the  popu- 
lation was  £1  10s.  Compared  with  most  other 
countries  both  these  figures  are  low.  In  the 
United  States,  for  example,  drugs  accounted 
for  26  per  cent,  of  total  medical  costs  and 
the  expenditure  per  head  of  the  population 
was  $25." 

The  association  point  out  that  those 
comments  underline  the  facts  given  by 
the  Hinchcliffe  Committee  which  repor- 
ted in  1959  to  the  Minister  of  Health 
on  the  cost  of  prescribing.  The  figures 
supplied  by  the  Ministry  had  shown 
that  the  cost  of  the  pharmaceutical  ser-

Palm  Oil  Industry 

OUTLINE  OF  RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS 

EFFORTS  to  increase  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  palm  oil  manufactured  over- 
seas are  summarised  in  a  report  in  the 
current  edition  of  Tropical  Science 
(Vol.  3,  No.  2)  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
price  6s.),  the  quarterly  journal  of  The 
Tropical  Products  Institute.  The  effect 
of  climate  on  the  nature  of  palm  fruit 
and  changes  occurring  during  its  devel- 
opment are  recorded,  and  recent  work 
is  described  that  aims  at  improving  the 
bleachability  of  the  oil  and  at  minimis- 
ing lipolysis  during  storage.  Oil  of  good 
bleachability  usually  possesses  a  low 
acidity.  "Perhaps,"  states  the  report,  "it 
is  in  the  field  of  quality  .  .  .  that  the 
greatest  advance  has  been  made.  The 
bulk  of  the  oil  now  marketed  contains 
less  than  5  per  cent,  of  acidity  (calcu- 
lated as  palmitic  acid)."  Another  report 
in  the  same  publication  deals  with  pro- 
blems of  animal  by-product  manufac- 
ture in  tropical  countries. 

"Guardian"  Wage  Index 

FOR  CHEMICAL  TRADES 

INCLUDED  in  The  Guardian  wage 
index  for  May  to  June,  published  on 
August  22,  are  comparative  figures  for 
the  chemical  and  allied  trades  and  for 
other  trades  and  industries  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  The  index  shows  the 
relative  position  of  wage  rates  (not 
earnings),  calculated  on  a  basis  of 
1948=100.  In  the  drugs  and  fine  chemi- 
cals category  the  rate  for  men  has  in- 
creased from  170-6  in  June  1960  to 
180-5,  and  for  women  from  177-9  to 
188- 1.  Current  figures  for  the  heavy 
chemicals  industry  read  180-6  for  men 
(174-9,  June  1960)  and  195-4  for  women 
(185-2);  and  for  the  chemical  fertilisers 
industry  184-1  for  men  (176-0)  and 
187-5  for  women  (178-6).  The  index 


was  compiled  at  the  London  School 
of  Economics  with  the  help  of  compu- 
ter staff  at  Manchester  University.

Pharmacy  Management 

DUBLIN  LECTURE  SERIES 

A  SPECIAL  course  of  instruction  in 
pharmacy  management  will  be  held  in 
Dublin  under  the  auspices  of  the  Post- 
graduate Education  Committee.  Com- 
mencing in  October,  the  series  of  lec- 
tures, demonstrations  and  group  discus- 
sions will  be  held  weekly  until  March 
next.  Though  primarily  intended  for 
retail  pharmacists  the  course,  which  is 
aimed  to  help  promote  sales,  will  con- 
tain much  which  will  be  of  importance 
to  hospital  pharmacists.  Members  of 
the  Representatives'  Association  are  re- 
ported to  be  keenly  interested  in  the 
project.  Apart  from  those  registered 
with  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 
members  of  recognised  organisations  in 
pharmacy  will  be  eligible  to  participate 
in  the  course.  Visual  aids,  films,  film 
strips  and  tape  recordings  will  be  used 
to  illustrate  the  lectures.  Subjects  which 
will  be  discussed  will  include — methods 
of  selling;  counter  service;  goodwill; 
analysis  of  customers;  qualities  of  a 
salesman;  intensive  sales  promotion; 
control  of  buying;  precautions  against 
burglary  and  shop-lifting;  communica- 
tions in  business;  analysis  of  expenses; 
merchandise  control  statistics;  stock- 
turn  rate;  budgeting  and  budgetary  con- 
trol; cash  budget;  analysis  of  sales;  how 
people  make  up  their  minds;  some 
problems  of  display,  and  parcelling  and 
make-up.  Intending  applicants  should 
apply  to  the  Director  of  Post-graduate 
Education,  the  College  of  Pharmacy, 
Shrewsbury  Road,  Dublin,  enclosing 
the  sum  of  £2  2s.

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

AUSTRALIA 

David  Rivett  Laboratory 

A  new  chemical  laboratory  to  be  built 
by  the  Commonwealth  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  Organisation  at 
Clayton,  Victoria,  is  to  be  named  the 
David  Rivett  Laboratory  in  memory  of 
the  first  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Council  for  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research.  Announcing  that,  the  Min- 
ister-in-Charge     of     C.S.I.R.O.  (Dr. 


Cameron)  said  that  it  was  fitting  that 
one  of  the  most  modern  and  best 
equipped  chemical  laboratories  in  Aus- 
tralia should  be  named  after  Sir  David, 
who  was  himself  one  of  the  greatest  of 
Australian  chemists.  Before  joining 
C.S.I.R.  in  1927  he  was  Professor  of 
Chemistry  in  the  University  of  Mel- 
bourne. The  new  laboratory  will  be 
built  on  the  C.S.I.R.O.  site  at  Clayton, 
adjacent  to  Monash  University.  It  will 
cost  £450,000  and  will  house  the  Divi- 
sion of  Chemical  Physics,  a  unit  of  the 
C.S.I.R.O.  Chemical  Research  Labora- 
tories. Parliament  gave  final  approval 
for  its  construction  last  month.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  building  will  be  ready 
for  occupation  in  1963. 

SOUTH  AFRICA 

Helping  the  Graduate 

Opening  the  annual  conference  of  the 
South  African  Pharmaceutical  Students' 
Federation  in  Cape  Town  recently,  Mr. 
H.  L.  Zets  (a  past-president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  South  Africa) 
mentioned  two  proposals  the  Society's 
Council  had  under  way  to  assist  the 
graduate  in  pharmacy.  Overseas  drug 
and  chemical  manufacturers  would  be 
asked  during  coming  months  to  contri- 
bute towards  a  £1  million  target  set 
for  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  post- 
graduate research.  South  African  train- 
ing centres,  Mr.  Zets  said,  had  not 
received  "  a  penny's  worth "  of  the 
financial  help  that  overseas  universities 
and  technical  colleges  had.  "  This  is 
not  all  their  fault — so  far  we  have  not 
asked  for  it."  The  other  proposal,  to  be 
presented  as  a  Bill  before  Parliament, 
would  ensure,  if  adopted,  that  the 
majority  of  shares  of  a  retail  pharma- 
ceutical company  were  held  by  phar- 
macists. He  felt  that  such  an  arrange- 
ment would  benefit  the  graduate  by 
creating  more  openings  in  the  retail 
side  of  the  profession. 

Sale  of  Samples 

A  spokesman  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  South  Africa  said  in  Johan- 
nesburg recently  that  complaints  by 
chemists  that  dootors  sell  free  medical 
samples  to  their  patients  were  under 
investigation.  A  spokesman  for  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  said  that  many 
doctors  were  receiving  unnecessarily 
large  quantities  of  free  samples  from 
local  manufacturers  and  importers. 
Those  medicines  were  given  to  doctors 
for  experimental  assessment  of  quality, 
he  said,  and  should  not  be  sold.  A 
Medical  Association  official  stated  that 
the  Association  would  regard  the  sale 
of  free  medical  samples  by  doctors  as 
highly  unethical  conduct. 

China  Offers  Medical  Aid 

The  People's  Republic  of  China  has 
informed  the  Government  of  Ceylon 
that  it  is  prepared  to  help  Ceylon  to 
develop  both  its  indigenous  ayurvedu 
and  the  western  systems  of  medicine. 
In  that  connection  the  Health  Minister 
(Senator  A.  P.  Jayasuriya)  and  a  team 
of  Ceylonese  doctors  are  visiting  China 
on  the  special  invitation  of  the  Chinese 
Minister  of  Health.  Mr.  Jayasuriya  said 
he  would  pay  special  attention  to  the 
needs  of  ayurvedu  and  obtain  all  pos- 
sible assistance  to  develop  it. 
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NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

At  July  18,  the  official  retail  price 
index  was  1!15,  the  same  figure  as  at 
June  13  (January  17,  1956  =  100). 

A  photographic  exhibition,  "  Focus 
on  Life,"  covering  the  recent  work  of 
photo  journalist  Bob  Collins,  is  being 
held  at  Ilford  House,  Oxford  Street. 
London,  W.l,  for  about  six  weeks  from 
September  6.  Admission  is  free. 

Measles  has  been  more  prevalent  in 
England  and  Wales  so  far  this  year 
than  at  any  time  since  1939,  when  the 
disease  was  first  made  notifiable.  On 
August  12  the  number  of  new  cases 
had  reached  733,693,  against  a  previous 
highest  figure  of  693,803  for  the  whole 
of  1955. 

Following  an  outbreak  of  cholera 
at  Hong  Kong,  emergency  inoculation 
centres  have  been  opened  on  the  island, 
using  vaccine  flown  in  from  Britain, 
Australia,  India  and  Sarawak.  The 
outbreak,  thought  to  have  originated 
in  the  Portuguese  colony  of  Macao, 
has  spread  to  the  Chinese  province  of 
Kwangtung. 

The  North  Midland  Regional  Council 
of  the  Federation  of  British  Industries 
ihas  organised  a  special  panel  of  ex- 
perts to  assist  smaller  firms  in  the 
problems  of  exporting.  Members  of 
the  panel  are  prepared  to  give  practical 
and  personal  help  to  novice  exporters 
within  the  same  industry  or  same  type 
of  industry. 

The  Industrial  Welfare  Society  has 
arranged  at  48  Bryanston  Square,  Lon- 
don, W.l.  a  one-day  course  for  retail 
staff  on  September  25.  The  aim  of  the 
course  is  to  develop  potential  ability, 
to  impart  a  broader  outlook,  and  impart 
k  stimulus  to  individuals  by  an  ex- 
change of  ideas  and  experience  with 
pthers  in  similar  positions.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Examination  changes 

For  some  years  now,  by  a  process  so  gradual  as  to  be  almost  impercep- 
tible, the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been  preparing  to  give  up  the 
conducting  of  its  own  examinations.  The  trend  has  been  apparent  for  some 
considerable  time,  and  it  may  be  that  the  present  syllabus — for  which  of 
course,  the  Council  itself  is  responsible— has  contributed  to  the  position 
stated  at  the  August  meeting  of  Council  (p.  198),  in  which  "certain  diffi- 
culties "  are  to  be  overcome  by  the  holding  of  Part  I  of  the  Qualifying 
examination  on  an  internal  basis  (that  is,  in  the  colleges).  Despite  the  gentle 
movement  in  that  direction,  obvious  to  all  who  have  taken  an  interest  in 
educational  matters,  there  has  been  a  marked  reluctance  on  the  part  of 
those  concerned  to  admit  that  such  a  course  was  the  objective  of  the  Coun- 
cil. As  long  ago  as  1948,  Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe  (chairman  of  the  Educa- 
tion Committee)  said  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  that  the  Council 
had  every  intention  of  seeing  that  the  Society  continued  to  conduct  its  own 
examinations  (C.  &  D.,  May  29,  1948,  p.  707).  In  1957,  at  Bristol,  Mr. 
Maplethorpe  said,  with  a  slightly  different  emphasis,  that  it  was  not  the 
Society's  intention  to  give  up  examinations  for  the  diploma  (C.  &  D., 
September  7,  1957,  p.  268).  He  may  argue  that  the  holding  of  part  of  the 
examination  in  the  various  colleges,  with  questions  set  by  the  heads  of 
departments  in  those  colleges  (such  questions  being  approved  externally  in 
advance)  is  still  evidence  of  the  Society's  intention  not  to  give  up  examina- 
tions for  the  diploma,  but  the  thread  is  becoming  thinner.  It  will  be 
observed,  from  the  report  of  this  month's  Council  meeting  referred  to 
above,  that  it  is  intended  at  the  present  time  that  only  Part  I  of  the 
examination  shall  be  held  externally.  "  There  were  complications,"  the 
report  goes  on,  "  in  regard  to  Parts  II  and  III  but  there  was  no  doubt  that 
in  two  or  three  years'  time,  when  some  experience  had  been  gained  of  the 
internal  examination  for  Part  I,  the  matter  would  be  raised  again  regarding 
Parts  II  and  III."  Precisely! 

Coming  events 

It  seems  to  follow,  from  the  tone  of  the  last  sentence,  that  only  admin- 
istrative complications  stand  in  the  way  of  the  Qualifying  examination 
being  "  internal "  in  the  colleges,  and  that  the  obstacles  may  be  expected  to 
be  removed  within  two  or  three  years.  Decision  on  that  course  was  presum- 
ably taken  as  a  result  of  the  deliberations  of  a  small  subcommittee  com- 
posed of  heads  of  schools  and  members  of  Council  following  a  meeting 
of  the  Council  held  in  June  1959.  The  matter  arose  in  connection  with 
the  system  of  awards  of  diplomas  in  technology — diplomas  which,  it  was 
felt  by  the  Government,  would  be  more  suitable  for  the  handling  of  tech- 
nical problems  in  industry  than  were  university  degrees.  It  appeared,  from 
the  brief  report  of  the  Council  meeting  published  at  that  time  (C.  &  D., 
June  20,  p.  660),  that  the  colleges  (number  unspecified)  interested  in  the 
question  had  in  mind  diplomas  that  would  satisfy  the  Pharmaceutical  Soci- 
ety's registration  requirements.  Mr.  Maplethorpe  said  on  that  occasion  that 
"  the  suggestion  raised  important  problems,  including  that  of  the  legal  posi- 
tion, but  a  first  step  might  be  to  make  all  schools  of  pharmacy  examination 
centres  for  the  Society's  diploma."  We  are  in  process  of  seeing  that  "  first 
step  "  being  taken. 

Logical  progression 

Also  at  its  August  meeting  this  year,  the  Council  had  before  it  a  resolu- 
tion in  the  name  of  the  Reading  Branch,  to  the  effect  that  the  branch  noted 
with  pleasure  the  provision  of  lounge  facilities  at  the  Society's  House,  and 
suggested  that  the  logical  progression  from  that  point  would  be  to  provide 
restaurant  and  bar  facilities.  (A  later  development  might  be  the  provision 
of  bed  and  breakfast.)  The  idea  seems  to  be  worthy  of  consideration.  I 
understand  from  friends  who  are  connected  with  various  clubs  that  the  bar 
is  the  factor  that  makes  the  difference  between  solvency  and  bankruptcy. 
I  have  no  means  of  estimating  the  pharmaceutical  thirst,  but  we  may  live 
to  see  great  reductions  in  the  annual  registration  fee. 
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National  Health  Service  Tribunals 

A  PHARMACIST  AND  A  DOCTOR  REMOVED  FROM  LISTS 


A  NATIONAL  Health  Service  Tribunal 
has  directed  that  the  name  of  Mr. 
Myer  Daulby  shall  be  removed  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  List  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  for  the  county  of  Lancas- 
ter, and  that  his  name  shall  not,  until 
such  time  as  the  Tribunal  or  the  Minis- 
ter of  Health  direct  to  the  contrary,  be 
included  in  any  corresponding  list  kept 
by  any  other  Executive  Council.  Mr. 
Daulby  was  convicted  at  the  Lancaster 
Quarter  Sessions  during  July  1960  on 
eight  charges  ef  forging  prescriptions 
with  intent  to  defraud,  and  was  sen- 
tenced in  all  to  eight  months'  imprison- 
ment. He  appealed  against  both  the 
convictions  and  sentences  but  was  un- 
successful. Members  of  the  Tribunal 
were  Sir  Reginald  Sharpe,  Q.C.  (chair- 
man), Mr.  H.  Lesser,  C.B.E.  (standing 
member)  and  Mr.  H.  Warburton,  M.P.S. 
(practitioner  member).  The  complainant 
was  the  Lancaster  Executive  Council. 
The  inquiry  was  held  on  July  27. 

Terms  of  Service  Not  Fulfilled 

By  its  statement  of  complaint  the 
Executive  Council  alleged  that  there 
was  upon  the  respondent  an  obliga- 
tion at  all  times  to  exercise  good  faith 
towards  the  complainant  in  furnishing 
the  forms  upon  which  the  orders  for 
drugs  and  appliances  supplied  by  him 
were  given;  and  that  he  altered  eight 
ECiO  forms  by  increasing  the  quanti- 
ties of  drugs  which  had  been  ordered, 
and  forwarded  them  in  their  altered 
state  in  order  to  obtain  greater  pay- 
ment than  that  to  which  he  was  pro- 
perly entitled.  It  was  also  alleged  that, 
by  reason  of  the  conviction  and  sen- 
tence of  imprisonment,  the  respondent 
had  been  unable  to  provide  pharma- 
ceutical services  in  accordance  with  his 
terms  of  service. 

In  their  report,  the  Tribunal  stated 
that  the  respondent  qualified  in  1939, 
and  started  his  own  pharmacy  at  45 
Widnes  Road,  Widnes,  in  July  1955. 
He  had  kept  his  shop  open,  for  the 
purpose  of  the  National  Health  Service, 
for  considerably  longer  hours  than  his 
terms  of  service  required,  and  during 
the  five  years,  1956-60,  the  gross 
amount  of  N.H.S.  payments  received 
by  Mr.  Daulby  was  £50,470,  "  repre- 
senting an  average  of  something  of  the 
order  of  40,000  individual  items  dis- 
pensed by  the  respondent  each  year." 

Except  for  the  first  four  days  follow- 
ing his  convictions  a  full  pharmaceuti- 
cal service  was  maintained  at  his  pre- 
mises under  qualified  pharmaceutical 
chemists  until  Mr.  Daulby  was  dis- 
charged from  prison  and  was  able  him- 
self to  conduct  his  business  again. 
Counsel  for  the  complainant  during  the 
course  of  the  hearing  abandoned  that 
part  of  the  case  alleging  failure  to 
provide  pharmaceutical  services  while 
Mr.  Daulby  was  in  prison. 

The  report  states  that  it  was  urged 
upon  the  Tribunal  "  that  regard  should 
be  had  to  the  fact  that,  despite  the 
said  convictions,  the  respondent  has  at 
all  times  thereafter  protested  and  still 
protests  that  he  is  innocent  of  the  said 
charges;  in  view,  however,  of  the  said 


convictions  and  of  the  results  of  the 
respondent's  unsuccessful  appeal  in  re- 
spect thereof,  the  Tribunal  felt  quite 
unable  to  take  this  matter  into  con- 
sideration in  any  way." 

Mr.  Daulby's  solicitor  also  main- 
tained that  the  details  of  N.H.S.  pay- 
ments indicated  "  (a)  there  must  be  a 
great  need  for  the  respondent's  services 
under  the  National  Health  Service,  (b) 
that  the  respondent  (by  keeping  his  shop 
open  for  long  hours  during  the  day 
and  by  remaining  at  call  throughout 
the  night)  was  providing  an  exception- 
ally good  service  for  National  Health 
Service  customers,  and  (c)  that,  as  the 
number  of  prescriptions  concerned 
were  no  more  than  eight  and  as  the 
increased  profit  accruing  from  them  was 
no  more  than  about  £4  12s.  lOd.  in  all, 
the  convictions  went  to  only  an  in- 
finitesimally  small  percentage  of  the  re- 
spondent's National  Health  Service 
work.  It  was  therefore  contended  that 
to  allow  the  respondent  to  continue  to 
be  included  in  the  complainant's  Phar- 
maceutical List  could  not  possibly  be 
prejudical  to  the  efficiency  of  pharma- 
ceutical services  under  the  National 
Health  Service." 

On  behalf  of  the  complainant  it  was 
contended  that  it  must  necessarily  be 
prejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of  the  ser- 
vices for  anyone  on  a  Pharmaceutical 
List  to  submit  forged  prescriptions;  and 
that,  if  a  person  who  did  so  was  not 
removed  from  the  List,  the  work  of 
the  pricing  bureau  would  be  very 
greatly  increased.  "  Conduct  of  the 
kind  and  nature  of  which  the  respond- 
ent had  been  found  guilty  struck 
directly  at  the  basis  of  complete  trust 
and  confidence  which  must  and  ought 
properly  to  exist  between  all  pharma-

ceutical  chemists  working  under  the 
National  Health  Service  and  their  re- 
spective Executive  Councils,  if  the 
efficiency  of  pharmaceutical  services 
under  the  National  Health  Service  is 
not  to  be  seriously  impaired." 

The  members  of  the  Tribunal  were 
unanimous  in  their  decision  and 
ordered  that  Mr.  Daulby  should  pay 
the  Executive  Council's  costs.  The  Min- 
ister of  Health  has  since  rejected  an 
appeal  by  Mr.  Daulby. 

The  findings  of  another  N.H.S.  Tri- 
bunal, again  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Sir  Reginald  Sharpe,  Q.C,  have  been 
published,  and  directions  given  that  the 
name  of  Dr.  Norman  Fraser  Stocks, 
registered  as  of  Walker  Terrace,  Gates- 
head, should  be  removed  from  the 
Medical  Lists  of  the  Gateshead,  New- 
castle  and  Durham  Executive  Councils. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  has  stated  that 
no  notice  of  appeal  has  been  submitted. 

Dr.  Stocks  is  now  serving  a  three- 
and-a-half-year  sentence  imposed  at 
Durham  Assizes  in  May  for  adminis- 
tering drugs  to  two  women  with  intent 
to  commit  indecent  assaults. 

The  report  of  the  Tribunal  stated 
that  an  inquiry  into  the  case  of  Dr. 
Stocks  was  held  at  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne  on  June  8.  He  was  not  present. 
Gateshead  Executive  Council  had  com- 
plained that  he  failed  within  a  reason- 
able time,  after  being  asked,  to  visit  a 
Mrs.  A.,  failed  to  give  to  a  Miss  B. 
and  Miss  C.  all  proper  and  necessary 
treatment,  and  failed  to  reply  to  com- 
munications from  the  Executive  Council. 

It  was  also  alleged  that  on  three 
other  occasions  the  respondent  had 
been  found  to  have  committed  breaches 
of  his  terms  of  service.  The  Tribunal 
made  no  order  as  to  costs.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 
Patent  Infringements 

Arising  out  of  a  complaint  filed  by 
the  American  Cyanamid  Co.,  the  Hong 
Kong  Supreme  Court  has  ordered  that 
T.  W.  Wu  &  Co.  should  be  permanently 
restrained  from  infringing  the  com- 
pany's patents  concerning  sulpha- 
methoxypyridazine  (Lederkyn).  The 
Court  ordered  that  Wu  &  Co.  should 
not  import,  sell,  or  deal  in  any  product, 
not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture,  that 
in  pharmaceutical  terminology  was  gen- 
erically  described  sulphamethoxypyrida- 
zine.  The  company  was  also  ordered 
to  delete  all  reference  to  the  word 
sulphamethoxypyridazine,  from  its 
packaging,  catalogues,  price  lists,  con- 
tainers, labels  and  advertising  matter. 

Stole  Prescription  Forms 

A  nurse  admitted  at  Stourbridge  magi- 
strates' court  on  August  18,  that  she 
had  stolen  a  block  of  National  Health 
Service  prescription  forms  from  the 
Corbett  Hospital,  Amblecote,  forged 
the  signature  of  a  visiting  consultant, 
and  obtained  drugs  on  six  occasions 
from  a  local  chemist.  Marion  Veronica 
MacKinnon,  a  state  registered  nurse, 
who  was  formerly  employed  at  the 
hospital,  pleaded  guilty  to  obtaining 
drugs  by  means  of  a  forged  prescrip- 
tion. She  asked  for  five  similar  offences 
to  be  taken  into  account.  MacKinnon 
was  put  on  probation  for  three  years 
on  condition  that  she  resided  in 
Powick  Hospital,  nr.  Worcester,  for 
one  year.  A  police  superintendent  said 
MacKinnon  had  been  before  the  court 
three  weeks  previously  when  she  had 
pleaded  guilty  to  stealing  a  small  sum 
of  money  from  Stourbridge  Junction 
railway  station.  She  had  been  remanded 
to  Powick  Hospital  for  three  weeks  for 
a  report,  but  in  the  meantime  the 
police  obtained  information  that  she 
was  in  possession  of  a  number  of  pre- 
scription forms  belonging  to  the  Cor- 
bett Hospital,  where  she  had  been  em- 
ployed until  June.  Further  inquiries 
showed  that,  two  days  before  she  was 
arrested  for  the  theft  of  money  from 
the  railway  station,  she  had  signed  a 
form  in  the  name  of  Dr.  Crabtree,  a 
visiting  consultant  at  the  hospital,  and 
obtained  Nembutal  capsules  from 
Boots,  Ltd.,  High  Street,  Stourbridge.

"  No  Space  Whatever  " 

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  recent 
article  in  the  People,  written  under  the 
title  of  "  Doctor  Goodenough  "  (see

you  might  be  interested  to  peruse  a 
copy  of  a  letter  that  we  wrote  last  week 
to  that  paper's  Editor.  The  letter  was 
not  published  in  last  Sunday's  edition  of 
the  newspaper,  but  we  have  received  an 
acknowledgment,  a  copy  of  which  is 
also  enclosed,  together  with  a  copy  of 
our  reply  thereto.

P.S. — We  are  enclosing  a  copy  of  a 
further  communication  from  the  People 
that  has  just  come  to  hand,  and  are  also 
sending  you  a  copy  of  our  reply  to  this 
latest  letter. 

To  the  Editor,  from  Messrs.  George 
As  business  advisers,  etc.,  to  pharmacists  (a 
correct  and  not  merely  an  "  official  "  title)  we 
feel  that  we  ought  to  write  to  you  on  certain 
points  set  out  in  the  article  that  appeared  in  your 
issue  of  July  30  under  the  name  of  Doctor  Good- 
enough.  Irrespective  of  the  fact  that  the  article 
appears  to  belittle  the  services  rendered  by  phar- 
macists as  a  whole,  it  contains  several  mis-state- 
ments. Your  correspondent  states  "  you  never 
hear  of  them  emigrating."  We  could  give  you  the 
names  of  numerous  chemists  who,  to  our  know- 
ledge, have  emigrated  during  the  past  few  years. 
Your  correspondent  goes  on  to  say  that  "  they 
have  got  businesses  of  their  own  which  they  can 
sell  at  a  handsome  profit  when  they  want  to 
retire."  That  is  completely  non-factual  in  relation 
to  certain  of  the  smaller  businesses,  some  of 
which  have  to  be  closed  down  altogether  when 
the  proprietor  dies,  or  has  to  give  up  on  account 
of  advancing  years  or  failing  health.  Your  corres- 
pondent makes  special  reference  to  "  the  little 
man  who  runs  your  chemist's  shop  round  the 
corner."  We  can  assure  you  that  a  considerable 
proportion  of  those  so-called  "  round  the  corner  " 
pharmacies  are  the  type  that  could  certainly  not  be 
sold  at  a  profit  (let  alone  a  handsome  one)  assu- 
ming they  could  be  sold  at  all.  Your  correspon- 
dent conveniently  forgets  that  every  chemist  has 
to  provide,  from  his  present  rate  of  remunera- 
tion, for  stocks  of  pharmaceutical  specialities, 
■etc.,  becoming  redundant  as  a  consequence  of 
some  new  preparation  which  comes  on  the  mar- 
ket, and  which  frequently  means  that  the  original 
preparation  is  no  longer  prescribed  by  the  local 
doctors.  To  our  definite  knowledge,  a  number  of 
chemists  have  actually  withdrawn  from  the 
National  Health  Service,  for  the  reason  that  the 
income  received  from  that  source  was  found  to 
be  insufficient  to  cover  the  salary  of  qualified 
staff.  Your  correspondent  lays  great  stress  upon 
the  fact  that  doctors  have  to  acquire  their  status 
by  hard  study,  but  does  not  refer  to  the  fact  that 
that  is  also  necessary  in  order  to  qualify  as  a 
pharmacist.  As  for  doctors  doing  their  own  dis- 
pensing, quite  apart  from  the  fact  that  few  of 
them  would  possess  the  necessary  facilities,  on 
Doctor  Goodenough's  own  admission,  our  medi- 
cal practitioners  are  already  considerably  over- 
worked. To  expect  them  to  assume  the  additional 
responsibilities  of  carrying  and  maintaining  the 
heavy  and  comprehensive  stocks  that  present-day 
requirements  demand,  and  also  of  dispensing  the 
thousands  of  prescriptions  that  most  of  them  issue 
in  the  course  of  a  year,  may  make  sense  to 
Doctor  Goodenough.  To  our  way  of  thinking,  it 
could  only  result  in  the  complete  disruption  of 
that  particular  section  of  the  National  Health 
Service.  In  our  opinion  the  article  is  not  only 
misleading,  but  a  distinct  slur  on  a  hard-working 
profession  that  asks  nothing  more  than  to  be 
remunerated  for  its  specialised  knowledge  and 
service  in  a  fair  and  reasonable  manner.  Whilst 
mot  disputing  the  fine  service  rendered  to  the 
•community  on  the  part  of  our  doctors,  anyone 
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who  cared  to  investigate  the  position  from  the 
chemist's  point  of  view,  would,  we  are  sure, 
agree  that  he  represents  an  equally  essential 
factor.  We  hope  you  will  publish  this  letter, 
feeling,  as  we  do,  that  you  are  prepared  to  hear 
both  sides  of  the  case,  and  not  merely  that  of 
your  obviously  biased  correspondent.

Polio  Vaccine 

Sir, — Your  note  on  the  shortage  of 
polio  vaccine  (C.  &  D.,  August  19,  p. 
184),  in  which  you  say  that  we  are  un- 
able to  supply  the  injection,  could  give 
rise  to  some  misunderstanding.   It  is 


true  that  we  have  transferred  all  our 
efforts  to  the  oral  Sabin  vaccine,  and 
that  we  have  now  completed  our  con- 
tractual obligations  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  the  Salk  type;  indeed,  we 
have  been  able  to  supply  them  with 
more  than  the  original  contract  deman- 
ded. However,  we  still  have  available 
stocks  of  polio  vaccine  in  single-dose 
packs,  which  we  are  issuing  to  chemists 
and  wholesalers  to  meet  the  EC10  de- 
mand for  the  over-forties.  I  would  also 
add  that  the  two  batches  of  vaccine 
that  failed  the  M.R.C.  tests  were  not  of 
our  manufacture.

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A  Modicum  of  Success 

Launching  a  public-relations  campaign  is  a  procedure 
requiring  a  great  deal  of  thought,  skill  and  attention  to 
detail  to  ensure  its  success.  In  spite  of  many  problems 
caused  by  the  crystallisation  of  the  country's  economic 
situation,  it  would  appear  that  the  Central  National 
Health  Service  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  has 
been  successfully  guided  by  its  consultants  in  the  cam- 
paign concerning  the  modest  claims  for  a  professional 
fee  of  2s.  To  assess  the  success  of  such  a  campaign  is, 
at  this  stage,  a  difficult  matter.  There  is  no  real  method 
of  assay  or  standardisation.  One  can.  however,  find  a 
useful  parallel  in  the  publicity  given  to  the  criticisms 
of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  of  retail  pharma- 
cists' "  hidden  profit."  Both  the  national  and  local  Press 
then  echoed  the  Committee's  statements,  and  pharmacy 
in  general  suffered  from  the  attack.  The  recent  report 
by  the  same  committee,  which  suggested  that  chemists 
had  been  overpaid  since  1956,  was  more  or  less  ignored 
by  the  Press,  yet  the  committee's  strictures  were  just  as 
unfavourable  to  pharmacy. 

It  could  well  be  that  the  change  of  attitude  by  the 
Press  was  directly  brought  about  by  the  activities  of 
the  Central  N.H.S.  (Contractors)  Committee.  Those 
who  were  critical  in  the  past  appear  to  have  become 
much  more  aware  of  some  of  the  facts  concerning 
retail  pharmacy,  and  less  prone  to  accept  Public 
Accounts  Committee's  outbursts  at  their  face  value. 
The  Central  N.H.S.  Committee  and  its  consultants  must 
be  congratulated  on  the  amount  of  publicity  that  they 
have  obtained  for  the  contractors'  case.  We  also  com- 
mend Mr.  Graham  and  his  colleagues  for  setting  up  a 
liaison  committee  with  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists. 
Such  committees,  it  will  be  recalled,  already  exist  with 
the  Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry 
and  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

It  was  also  a  wise  decision  to  agree  that  copies  of 
all  documents  bearing  on  the  N.H.S.  claim  that  are 
sent  to  chemist  contractors  and  to  managers  of  all 
multiple  and  Co-operative  pharmacies  should  also  be 
sent  to  hospital  pharmacist  members  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committees. 

We  have  previously  stated  our  belief  that  all  pharma- 
cists are  affected  by  the  status  and  conditions  of  other 
pharmacists,  in  whatever  sector  they  practise  their 
profession. 

The  campaign  of  public  education  in  pharmaceutical 
problems  and  achievements  is  in  its  early  stages  and 


there  is  still  much  to  be  done.  All  must  co-operate  to 
ensure  that  the  initial  success  is  maintained  and 
reinforced. 

Facias  as  Advertisement  Sites 

Is  a  trader  within  the  law  in  permitting  the  erection  of 
a  sponsored  facia  board  outside  his  premises — that  is, 
a  board  giving  his  name  but  also  advertising  products 
of  a  manufacturer  who  provides  or  contributes  towards 
the  cost  of  the  board  ? 

That  is  a  question  on  which  at  present  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  (Mr.  Henry  Brooke) 
and  borough  councils  do  not  see  eye  to  eye.  Mr.  Brooke 
has  made  it  clear  that  he  is  reviewing  the  position,  but 
on  the  question  of  using  planning  powers  to  prohibit 
the  display  of  such  board  he  is  sticking  firmly  to  the 
law. 

In  a  letter  to  borough  council  representatives  he 
points  out  that  the  1947  Planning  Act  gives  him  the 
right  to  make  regulations  restricting  the  display  of  ad- 
vertisements so  far  as  it  appears  to  him  to  be  expedient 
in  the  interests  of  amenity  or  public  safety  to  do  so. 
A  regulation  made  in  1960  explicitly  precludes  any  limi- 
tation or  restriction  upon  "  express  consent  "  relating  to 
any  particular  subject  matter  or  class  of  subject  matter, 
or  to  the  content  and  design  of  any  subject  matter  to  be 
displayed.  It  seemed  to  the  Minister  that  express  con- 
sent, where  sought  for  the  display  of  a  sponsored  facia 
board,  could  not  properly  be  withheld  on  the  grounds 
of  its  content,  but  only  where  the  board  would  consti- 
tute a  substantial  injury  to  the  amenity  of  the  locality. 

In  several  cases  that  have  come  before  him  on  appeal, 
the  Minister  has  decided  that  such  boards  caused  sub- 
stantial injury  because  they  contributed  to  "clutter"  upon 
business  premises,  and  in  his  view  the  problem  would 
have  to  be  regarded  as  one  aspect  of  the  wider  problem 
of  clutter.  In  accordance  with  his  present  policy,  the 
Minister  intends  to  allow  a  fair  opportunity  to  deal 
with  clutter  before  deciding  whether  he  should  him- 
self take  any  action.  Many  local  authorities  however, 
are  pressing  for  immediate  action,  because  they  consider 
that  the  practice  of  advertising  on  facia  boards  is 
objectionable. 

By  comparison  with  other  retail  establishments,  phar- 
macies may  not  present  so  serious  a  problem  of 
clutter,  but  the  problem  exists  and  clutter  is  apt 
to  become  an  insidious  habit  that  tends  to  spread.  We 
would  urge  all  in  the  retail  section  of  pharmacy  to  view 
anew  the  outsides  of  their  pharmacies,  looking  at  them 
critically  to  ensure  that  they  do  not  offend  in  any  way. 
We  endorse  the  advice  given  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  (a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society) 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  members  resident  in  Scotland 
(see  C.  &  D.,  July  15,  p.  72):  "  Be  proud  of  pharmacy, 
be  proud  of  yourselves  and  your  pharmacies."

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

In  the  next  column  there  is  reviewed  a  new  medical  film. 
We  are  given  to  understand  (and  the  internal  evidence 
supports  the  claim)  that  the  operation  depicted  in  the  film 
was  the  inspiration  of  a  paragraph  by  the  Lancet's  Peripa- 
tetic Correspondent,  who  afterwards  visited  the  boy  in  his 
ward.  The  paragraph  ends : 

"Hullo,  old  chap!  "  I  said,  "I  wanted  to  see  how  you 
were  getting  on:  I  was  at  your  operation."  "You  were? 
He  cocked  a  suspicious  eye  in  my  direction.  "  That  operation," 
he  continued;  "  they  pricked  my  finger:  it  still  hurts!  "

The  first  issue  of  the  Pharmacist,  a  4-p.  illustrated  news- 
sheet  issued  by  the  Central  National  Health  Service  (Chemist 
Contractors)  Committee,  presents  a  cross-section  of  the 
references  in  the  national  Press  to  the  chemist  contractors' 
claim  for  a  professional  fee  of  2s.,  and  sets  out  forcefully 
the  Committee's  policy.  The  news-sheet  is  a  workmanlike 
production  in  attractive  format  (the  page  size  is  14  x  10  in.). 
It  is  being  circulated  at  intervals  as  an  element  in  the  pub- 
lic-relations campaign  which,  demanded  by  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  members,  is  being  purposefully  and 
vigorously  promoted  by  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee 
through  its  public-relations  contractors.  Success  to  that  cam- 
paign !

The  Statutory  Committee  was  not  the  beginning  of  dis- 
cipline for  pharmacists  or  their  forerunners  the  apothecaries. 
In  the  large  and  ancient  Priory  Church  in  the  charming 
Herefordshire  town  of  Leominster  is  an  eighteenth-century 


ducking  stool,  illustrated  above.  It  appears  to  have  last  been 
used  in  1809  and,  as  the  following  lines  indicate,  was  mainly 
used,  as  were  these  instruments  generally,  to  "  cool  off " 
shrewish  women. 

There  stands,  my  friends,  in  yonder  pool, 

An  engine  called  a  Ducking  Stool; 

By  legal  power  commanded  down, 

The  joy  and  terror  of  the  town. 

If  jarring  females  kindle  strife, 

Give  language  foul,  or  lug  the  coif; 

If  noisy  dames  should  once  begin 

To  drive  the  house  with  horrid  din : 

"  Away,"  you  cry,  "  You'll  grace  the  Stool; 

We'll  teach  you  how  your  tongue  to  rule." 

Down  in  the  deep  the  Stool  descends, 

But  here  at  first,  we  miss  our  ends; 

She  mounts  again  and  rages  more 

Than  ever  vixen  did  before. 

If  so,  my  friend,  pray  let  her  take 

A  second  turn  into  the  lake; 

And  rather  than  your  patient  lose 

Thrice  and  again  repeat  the  dose. 

No  brawling  wives,  no  furious  wenches 

No  fire  so  hot  but  water  quenches! 

However,  so  far  as  Leominster  was  concerned,  the  stool 
had  other  uses  as  well,  for  it  is  recorded  as  having  been 
used  as  an  engine  of  universal  punishment  for  "  common 
scolds,  butchers,  bakers,  brewers,  apothecaries  [our  italics] 
and  all  who  gave  short  measure,  or  vended  adulterated 
articles  of  food." 


ULTRASONIC  EMULSIFICATION 
The  use  of  ultrasonic  waves  in  the  emulsification  of  vege- 
table and  mineral  oils  has  progressed  rapidly  in  the  past 
decade,  according  to  Singiser  and  Beal  (/.  Amer.  pharm. 
Ass.  (scientific  edition),  1960.  49.  482).  Although  many 
claims  have  been  made  for  ultrasonic  apparatus  as  homo- 
genisers,  until  recently,  no  comparative  evaluation  had  been 
attempted.  The  authors  have  evaluated  three  ultrasonic  gen- 
erators and  a  colloid  mill  with  25  per  cent,  mineral-oil, 
arachis-oil  and  safflower-oil  emulsions,  each  formulated  with 
four  different  emulsifying  agents.  The  study  was  undertaken 
to  provide  a  measure  of  comparison  between  various  ultra- 
sonic generators  and  between  the  ultrasonic  homogenisers 
and  a  conventional  homogeniser.  As  a  secondary  observa- 
tion the  relative  efficiency  of  the  emulsifying  agents  and 
the  ease  of  emulsification  of  the  different  oils  was  noted. 

The  items  of  apparatus  studied  were  an  Eppenbach  colloid 
mill,  which  was  used  to  represent  conventional  emulsifying 
equipment  with  which  to  compare  the  ultrasonic  equipment; 
a  General  Electric  ultrasonic  generator;  a  Branson  Sonogen 
generator,  and  a  Minisonic  Mk.  2  ultrasonic  generator. 

Each  of  the  twelve  basic  emulsions  was  premixed,  and 
uniform  aliquot  parts  emulsified  in  the  various  apparatus  by 
insonation  for  two-and-a-half,  five,  ten  and  fifteen  minutes. 
The  emulsions  formed  were  evaluated  by  a  photo-micro- 
graph size-frequency  method,  and  the  best  from  the  four 
insonation  periods  stored  at  room  temperature  for  fifteen, 
thirty  and  sixty  days,  after  which  times  they  were  re- 
analysed.  It  was  found  that  the  Minisonic  homogeniser 
produced  emulsions  superior  to  those  from  the  other  ap- 
paratus. Generally  the  Minisonic  emulsions  had  a  smaller 
mean  globule  diameter  and  greater  uniformity.  Of  the 
emulsifying  agents  used,  sodium  lauryl  sulphate  showed  the 
greatest  tendency  to  instability,  especially  when  prepared  in 
the  colloid  mill.

Profound  Hypothermia 

Oswald  skilbeck,  M.A.,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
thoracic  unit  of  Westminster  Hospital,  London,  in  col- 
laboration with  A.P.V.  Co.,  Ltd.,  by  Verity  Films  in 
association  with  the  Film  Producers  Guild,  Ltd.,  for  the 
sponsors,  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  London,  E.2.  16-mm. 
Colour.  Sound.  Running  time  33  minutes. 
Although  prepared  for  showing  to  medical  audiences  ex- 
clusively, the  film  is  one  pharmacists  should  know  exists^ 
because  it  is  concerned  with  a  piece  of  apparatus  about 
which  they  may  be  asked  by  medical  friends  for  informa- 
tion. The  film  shows  a  new  technique  for  open  heart  surgery 
developed  in  the  department  of  experimental  surgery  at 
Westminster  Hospital  and  believed  in  advance  of  anything 
in  its  own  field  anywhere  else  in  the  world.  Clinical  use  of 
the  apparatus  was  described  in  the  January  issue  of  the 
British  Medical  Bulletin  and  in  a  Hunterian  lecture  given 
at  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  on  February  23.  The  tech- 
nique was  made  possible  by  apparatus  developed  by  the 
thoracic  unit  of  Westminster  Hospital  in  collaboration  with 
the  A.P.V.  Co.,  Ltd.,  Crawley,  Sussex.  It  involves  right  and 
left  heart  pumps  and  reservoirs  and  an  extremely  sensitive 
heat  exchanger.  The  film  shows  the  repair  of  a  heart  defect 
in  a  seven-year-old  child.  The  operation  is  carried  out  during 
complete  respiratory  and  circulatory  arrest  in  a  dry  still 
heart.  The  apparatus  has  been  named  "  The  Westminster 
Profound  Hypothermia  Apparatus,"  and  has  been  made 
available  to  United  Kingdom  and  world  markets  by  the 
manufacturers  through  the  appointed  sole  world  distribu- 
tors: the  surgical  division  of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.

An  Historical  Survey 
LACEOUS  DRUGS

(ONVOLVULACEOUS  drugs,  and  particularly  the 
dried  latex  or  the  resin  obtained  from  them,  have 
been  used  in  medicine  from  the  earliest  times,  though 
as  to  some  of  them  there  was  formerly  doubt  regarding  the 
actual  plant  involved. 

A  number  of  plants  and  resins  have,  in  the  past,  been 
afforded  official  recognition  in  British  medicine,  though 
their  use  today  as  hydragogue  cathartics  is  regarded  with 
some  disfavour.  An  indication  of  their  popularity  during  the 
past  100  years  is  given  in  the  accompanying  table. 

The  oldest  of  the  drugs  is  undoubtedly  scammonium. 
which  was  well  known  to  the  Greeks,  Romans  and  other 
ancient  civilisations.  It  was  being  used  in  Britain  in  the 
tenth  and  eleventh  centuries  and,  according  to  the  Rev.  O. 
Cockayne,  it  was  probably  one  of  the  drugs  recommended 
to  King  Alfred  the  Great  by  Helias,  Patriarch  of  Jerusalem. 
Scammonium  was  included  by  Gerarde  in  his  "  Of  the 
History  of  Plants"  (1597)  as  also  were  a  number  of  other 
convolvulaceous  plants.  Chapters  316-22  inclusive  were 
headed : — 

"  Of  the  rough  Bindeweed," 
"  Of  the  smooth  or  gentle  Bindeweed," 
"  Of  the  blew  Bindeweed," 

Of  the  Scammony  or  purging  Bindeweed,' 
"  Of  the  Briony  or  the  White  Vine," 
"  Of  Blacke  Brionie  or  the  Wild  Vine  "  and 
"  Of  Bryonie  of  Mexico  or  Mechoacan." 

In  his  description  of  the  last  men- 
tioned Gerarde  says :  "  in  leaves  and 
trailing  branches,  like  the  bindeweeds, 
in  the  roots,  like  the  brionies." 

Parkinson,  in  his  "  Theater  of  Plants  " 
(1640)  also  refers  to  some  convolvulace- 
ous drugs,  mentioning  in  particular:  — 

Bryonia  alba  Peruana  or  Mechoacan 

Mechoacan  sylvestris  or  wild  Mechoacan 

Mechoacan  nigricans  or  Ialapium 


Scammonium    and  Scammony 

Both  Hippocrates  in  the  fifth  and  Theophrastus  in  the 
third  century  B.C.  were  familiar  with  the  dried  milky  juice 
known  as  scammonium  and  obtained  from  the  living  roots 
of  a  convulvulaceous  plant.  The  plant  itself  was  described 
by  Dioscorides  in  his  "  De  Materia  Medica,"  written  about 
a.d.  77  but  from  his  description  it  is  likely  that  the  plant  was 
the  one  now  known  as  Convolvulus  sagittifolius  rather 
than  C.  scainmonia. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  when  the  roots  of  C.  scainmonia 
were  first  used  as  the  source  of  the  drug  but,  according  to 
Tournefort  in  his  "  A  Voyage  to  the  Levant  "  published  in 
1741,  a  dried  latex  was  still  being  obtained  from  a  plant 
that  answered  the  description  of  C.  sagittifolius ,  which  came 
on  to  the  market  as  scammony  of  Samos.  Botanists  of  the 
seventeenth  century  had  described  the  plant  yielding  this 
drug  under  the  name  C.  syriaca.  The  scammony  that  was  on 
the  market  in  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries  under 
the  name  of  scammony  of  Samos  differed  from  the  varieties 
known  as  Smyrnan  and  Aleppo  scammony  and  was  regarded 
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*  Included  in  the  Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum  1900  to  the  B.P.  1898.

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as  much  inferior.  No  distinction  was  made  between  Smyrna 
and  Aleppo  scammonies,  the  best  quality  being  known  as 
virgin  scammony.  It  was  the  latex  that  had  been  allowed 
(o  dry  in  (he  shells  in  which  the  exuded  latex  had  been 
collected,  some  slight  fermentation  that  had  been  allowed  to 
take  place  resulting  in  the  formation  of  rounded  pieces 
which  broke  with  a  porous  fracture  and  had  a  characteristic 
cheesy  odour.  The  drug  was  held  in  high  esteem  and  com- 
manded a  high  price.  Pomet  and  Lemery  (1749)  described 
it  as  "  one  of  the  Pillars  of  Physick,  being  the  most  famous 
Cathartick  in  the  world."  The  drug  was  often  grossly  adul- 
terated, and  it  was  in  order  lo  overcome  the  problems  of 
medication  with  scammony  introduced  as  a  result  of  that 
adulteration  that  the  Edinburgh  College  of  Physicians,  in 
1839.  directed  that  the  scammony  should  be  dissolved  in 
spirit  of  wine  as  completely  as  possible,  the  insoluble  matter 
filtered  off.  most  of  the  alcohol  removed  by  evaporation, 
and  the  concentrated  product  poured  into  water.  The  water- 
insoluble  matter  was  then  to  be  separated  and  dried,  the 
product  being  known  as  extract  or  resin  of  scammony.  In 
1856  a  patent  was  granted  to  Professor  A.  W.  Williamson 
for  preparing  the  resin  directly  from  the  scammony  root. 

The  resins  obtained  both  from  the  dried  latex  and  from  the 
dried  root  were  included  in  the  definition  of  scammony 
resin  given  in  the  first  British  Pharmacopoeia  (1864)  though 
only  the  root  was  mentioned  in  the  official  method  of  pre- 
paration. The  dried  latex  and  the  root  were  also  included  as 
separale  monographs.  Scammony  root  was  defined  as  the 
dried  root  of  C.  scammonia,  Linn.,  reference  being  made 
for  purposes  of  identification  to  plate  V  of  Woodville's 
"  Medical  Botany."  Scammony  or  scammonium  was  de- 
fined as  the  gum  resin  obtained  from  the  living  roots  of  the 
plant  growing  in  Syria.  It  was  distinguished  from  the  resin 
by  the  fact  that  it  would  give  an  emulsion  when  triturated 
with  water,  while  the  resin  would  not  and  also  by  the  fact 
that  only  about  80-90  per  cent,  was  soluble  in  ether,  while 
the  resin  should  be  completely  soluble. 

The  B.P.,  1867,  made  no  change  but  in  the  second  British 
Pharmacopa-ia  (1885)  several  minor  alterations  were  given 
effect.  The  definition  of  scammony  made  no  reference  to 
the  fact  that  the  plant  should  grow  in  Syria,  and  in  the 
monograph  of  scammony  root  reference  was  made  to 
Bentley  and  Trimen's  "Medicinal  Plants"  (iii,  plate  187) 
for  identification  purposes.  In  the  fourth  British  Pharma- 
copoeia (1898)  the  resin  was  defined  as  being  prepared  from 
the  root  only;  scammony  was  still  included  but  defined 
more  exactly  as  virgin  scammony. 

The  greatest  changes  came  in  the  B.P.,  1914.  Scammonium 
was  no  longer  included,  since  the  resin  had  long  since  re- 
placed it  as  the  commercially  available  article,  and  it  had 
virtually  ceased  to  be  prescribed.  Following  the  work  of 
Power  and  Rogerson  (1912)  the  resin  was  defined 
as  either  the  resin  from  scammony  root  or  the  resin  from 
ipomcea.  That  necessitated  a  change  in  standards,  since  the 
resin  from  ipomcea  is  less  soluble  in  ether  than  the  resin 
from  scammony.  The  solubility  in  ether  was  fixed  at  not  less 
than  75  per  cent.  The  B.P.,  1932.  saw  the  deletion  of  scam- 
mony root.  There  remained  a  monograph  on  scammony 
resin,  though  it  had  to  be  obtained  solely  from  ipomcea. 

Although  scammony,  which  had  been  regarded  as  a  valu- 
able drug  for  more  than  2,000  years,  thus  became  obsolete 
so  far  as  British  medicine  was  concerned,  scammony,  in 
name  at  least,  was  not  lost  from  official  records  until  the 
publication  of  the  B.P..  1953,  for  the  seventh  issue  (1948) 
had  included  the  name  scammony  root  as  a  synonym  for 
ipomcea. 

Vera  Cruz  Jalap 

It  is  clear  that,  at  various  times,  several  different  drugs 
have  been  referred  to  as  jalap.  Since  much  confusion  has 
existed  over  the  nomenclature  of  the  plants  concerned,  it  is 
difficult  to  say  with  any  certainty  when  the  drug,  as  it  is 
known  today,  consisted  solely  of  the  tubercles  of  Ipomcea 
purga,  Hayne. 


Jonathan  Pereira  (1850).  taking  much  of  his  information 
from  Gerarde's  Herball.  states  that  De  Paiva.  writing  in 
Voigtel's  "  Arzneimittel"  (1.  117),  considered  jalap  to  be 
known  to  Doedans  in  1552.  to  Monardes  in  1568  and  to 
Clausius  in  1574.  Bauhin,  however,  in  his  "  Prodromus " 
(1620)  claimed  that  the  drug  was  not  introduced  into  Europe 
until  1609  or  1610.  He  referred  to  the  drug  as  the  root  of 
Bryonia  mechoacans  nigricans  and  believed  that  it  was  intro- 
duced from  India  under  the  name  of  "  chelapa  "  or  "  gel- 
apa." 

Mechoacan 

In  their  description  of  jalap.  Pomet  and  Lemery  (1749) 
also  gave  the  drug  the  name  Bryonia  Mechoacan  nigricans 
and  said  it  originated  from  the  West  Indies.  They  drew  a 
distinction  between  jalap  and  mechoacan.  Mechoacan.  they 
said,  consisted  of  the  sliced  roots  of  Bryonia  Mechoacan 
alba,  a  plant  which  grew  in  Mexico,  near  to  the  town  of 
Xalapa.  According  to  Gerarde,  mechoacan  was  first  found 
in  a  province  of  New  Spain  near  to  Mexico  City.  Lemery 
made  the  statement  that  mechoacan  was  held  in  high  esteem 
as  a  purgative  drug  until  the  introduction  of  jalap.  He  also 
gave,  as  an  alternative  name  for  mechoacan.  Rhabarnm 
album  indicum  and  it  is  not  without  significance  that  Mon- 
ardes, in  his  "  Histoire  des  Medicamens  "  published  in  1568, 
named  the  drug  he  was  describing  (and  considered  by  De 
Paiva  to  be  jalap)  as  Ruybarbo  de  las  Indias  or  Ruybarbo 
de  Mechoacan.  Monardes  was  almost  certainly  describing, 
therefore,  the  drug  known  in  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth 
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centuries,  and  perhaps  later,  as  mechoacan.  If  the  descrip- 
tion and  drawings  given  by  Pomet  and  the  description  given 
by  Gerarde  have  any  foundation,  then  mechoacan  was 
unlikely  to  have  been  obtained  from  a  convolvulaceous 
plant  but  from  a  species  of  bryony. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  drug  introduced  into  Europe 
about  the  year  1610  was  similar  in  many  respects  to 
mechoacan.  Both  were  slices  of  root  showed  a  trans- 
verse surface  with  concentric  rings.  Pomet  and  Lemery.  in 
their  descriptions  of  both  drugs,  emphasised  their  similarity 
to  bryony  root,  and  said  that  great  care  had  to  be  taken  to 
ensure  that  bryony  root  was  not  included  with  the  drug.  It 
may  well  be  that  the  newcomer  was  imported  as  a  cheap 
substitute  or  adulterant  for  mechoacan  but  found  to  have 
medicinal  properties,  which  many  preferred  to  those  of 
mechoacan.  The  result  was  that  in  time  it  replaced  mechoa- 
can as  the  recognised  purgative  drug.  Pomet  said :  "  The 
Mechoacan  being  powdered  fine,  is  a  gentle  Purgative  and 
may  be  given  in  double  the  Quantity  to  Jalap.  It  is  one  of 
the  best  Medicines  we  have  for  purging  the  watry  Humours 
and  is  to  be  preferred  to  Jalap  because  it  acts  not  with 
Violence,  and  therefore  may  be  administered  to  Old  and 
Young  with  Safety."  Lemery  said :  "  It  was  held  in  real 
Esteem  among  the  Antients,  particularly  in  Arthritic  Pains; 
but  since  the  Discovery  of  Jalap  it  is  quite  disregarded." 

According  to  Gerarde  it  was  imported  into  France 
through  the  port  of  Marseilles  where  it  was  referred  to  as 
gelapum  or  ialapium.  It  was,  however,  considered  to  be  a 
variety  of  mechoacan  and  was  called  male  or  black  mechoa- 
can. Thus  the  name  black  mechoacan  given  to  it  may  have 
been  accidental;  on  the  other  hand  it  may  have  been  delib- 
erate in  order  to  create  the  impression  that  the  drug  was 
mechoacan.  Fliickiger  and  Hanbury  (1879)  stated  "  lalap 
which,  at  that  period  (1610  onwards — E.J.S.)  used  to  be  im- 
ported cut  into  transverse  slices  was  termed,  from  its  black 
colour,  black  mechoacan."  To  add  to  the  confusion  the 
paler  and  original  mechoacan  was  given  the  name  white 
jalap. 

Possibly  from  Two  Sources 

It  is  most  unlikely,  however,  that  the  jalap  or  black 
mechoacan  introduced  into  Europe  at  the  beginning  of  the 
seventeenth  century  was  the  Vera  Cruz  jalap  of  today. 
Fliickiger  and  Hanbury  stated  that  black  mechoacan  was 
eventually  considered  to  be  the  slices  of  the  thick  large 
tubers  of  Ipomoea  jalapa,  Pursh  (Batatas  jalapa,  Choisy)  but 
there  may  have  been  some  confusion  for  a  time  since, 
according  to  Pereira,  the  real  jalap  was  first  described  in 
1830  by  a  Mr.  Nuttall,  who  examined  the  plant  yielding 
the  drug  and  named  it  /.  jalapa.  It  is  possible  that,  for  a 
time,  the  jalap  was  obtained  from  two  different  botanical 
sources,  as  it  occurred  both  as  slices  of  large  tubercles  and 
as  whole  but  smaller  tubercles.  The  appearance  of  the 
transverse  sections  of  the  two  varieties  differed,  and  the 
larger,  sliced  drug  resembled  the  description  given  to 
mechoacan.  That  description  was,  in  fact,  given  to  the  trans- 
verse section  of  the  jalap  of  the  earlier  British  Pharma- 
copoeias, though  no  mention  was  made  of  slices  of  the  drug. 
Pereira  referred  to  whole  tubers  being  frequently  incised  to 
facilitate  drying,  adding  that  they  rarely  exceeded  1  lb.  in 
weight.  It  is  rare  that  tubercles  as  large  as  those  described 
by  Pereira  are  seen  in  commerce  today,  and  transverse  slices 
of  large  tubercles  have  not  been  found  in  batches  of  the 
drug  for  some  years.  The  probability  is  that  tubercles  of 
Ipomoea  purga,  Hayne,  and  from  another  source  /.  jalapa, 
Pursh  (now  regarded  as  /.  macrorrhiza,  Michaux)  were  being 
imported  at  the  same  time  either  in  the  same  batches  of  drug 
or  in  different  batches.  Since  the  plants  yielding  those  two 
drugs  are  similar,  it  is  possible  that  the  shipment  of  tuber- 
cles of  /.  purga,  Hayne,  was  accidental.  On  the  other  hand 
it  may  have  been  a  deliberate  attempt  to  substitute  for  hlack 
mechoacan  a  drug  of  inferior  quality.  That  that  may  have 
been  the  case  is  suggested  in  a  statement  by  Greenish  (1909) 
that  the  resin  content  dropped  from  20  per  cent,  to  only 


10  per  cent,  during  the  last  twenty-five  years  of  the  nine- 
teenth century. 

There  is  no  indication  when  the  tubercles  of  /.  purga, 
Hayne,  were  first  imported  into  Europe,  but  it  is  fairly  cer- 
tain that  it  was  before  1830  (though  the  exact  botanical 
source  was  not  known).  In  1848  Balfour  reported  that  the 
plant,  long  since  cultivated  in  Britain  as  the  source  of  jalap, 
was  C.  jalapa,  L.  (which  he,  Balfour,  actually  considered 
to  be  a  species  of  Batatas)  but  that  Dr.  Coxe  had  .sent  a 
tuber  of  /.  purga,  Hayne,  to  Dr.  Chamberlain  at  the  Edin- 
burgh Botanical  Gardens  in  1838  which  proved  to  be  the 
real  source  of  jalap. 

A  Variety  of  Names 

Dr.  Coxe  of  Philadelphia  described  the  plant  yielding  the 
drug  jalap  in  1829,  and  in  the  following  year  it  was  ex- 
amined by  Nuttall,  who  named  it  /.  jalapa.  As  stated,  that 
name  had  already  been  given  by  Pursh  to  the  plant  yielding 
the  drug  black  mechoacan.  In  the  same  year  the  plant  was 
examined  and  named  by  several  different  people.  Schiede 
named  it  C.  jalapa,  but  that  name  too,  had  been  given  by 
Woodville  to  the  drug  yielding  black  mechoacan,  Bentham 
named  the  plant  Exogonium  purga,  and  Wenderoth  C. 
purga,  though  he  later  changed  it  to  /.  purga,  a  name  which 
had  just  previously  been  given  to  it  by  Hayne.  In  1832 
Zuccarini  named  it  /.  Schiedeana. 


Mexican  jalap  root 

Jalap  was  included  in  the  first  British  Pharmacopoeia 
(1864)  and  was  defined  as  the  dried  tubers  of  Exogonium 
purga,  Bentham,  imported  from  Mexico,  reference  being 
made  to  the  Botanical  Magazine,  plate  4280,  as  an  aid  to 
identification.  The  tubercles  were  stated  to  present,  when 
cut  transversely,  a  yellow-grey  colour  with  dark  brown  con- 
centric circles.  No  reference  was  made  tc  the  amount  of 
resin  that  might  be  present  in  the  drug.  The  resin  was  in- 
cluded as  a  monograph  which  included  details  of  the  method 
of  manufacture.  No  changes  were  made  in  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, 1867,  but  in  the  third  edition  (1885)  the  botani- 
cal source  was  given  as  /.  purga,  Hayne,  though  E.  purga, 
Bentham,  was  quoted  as  an  alternative  name.  No  reference 
was  made  to  the  country  of  origin  and  the  Botanical  Maga 
zine  plate  was  again  the  means  of  confirming  its  identity. 
The  transverse  surface  was  said  to  be  frequently  marked  with 
dark  brown  irregular  concentric  circles,  and  the  possibility 
of  the  larger  tubercles  being  cut  into  halves  or  quarters  was 
mentioned.  A  standard  of  not  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  resin 
was  given,  of  which  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  was  to  be 
soluble  in  ether. 

The  monograph  in  the  B.P.,  1898,  again  described  the 
tubercle  as  showing,  in  transverse  surface,  irregular  dark 
concentric  lines.  The  reference  for  purposes  of  identification 
was  to  Bentley  and  Triman's  "  Medicinal  Plants  "  (iii.  plate 
186).  The  drug  was  required  to  contain  9-11  per  cent,  of 
resin,  of  which  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  was  to  be  soluble 
in  ether.  That  test,  it  was  stated,  was  for  the  presence  or 
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absence  of  the  scammony  and  tampico  jaiap  resins.  In  the 
fifth  B.P.  (1914)  the  reference  to  drawings  for  identification 
purposes  was  deleted.  The  amount  of  resin  was  still  to  be 
9-11  per  cent.,  but  the  permitted  limit  of  resin  soluble  in 
ether  was  increased  to  15  per  cent.  The  purpose  was  to 
guard  against  added  scammony  resin,  but  Tampico  jalap 
resin  was  not  mentioned. 

In  the  B.P.,  1932,  the  monograph  on  jalap  mentioned  that 
the  larger  tubercles  might  show  deep  and  wide  incisions  and 
that  the  drug  might,  though  rarely,  occur  as  slices.  A  most 
important  change,  however,  was  made  in  the  description  of 
the  transverse  surface.  It  was  no  longer  said  to  show  irregu- 
lar dark  concentric  rings,  but  to  show  a  complete  ring  of 
cambium  near  the  outer  margin  and  within  that  ring  to 
exhibit  a  number  of  irregularly  arranged  tertiary  cambia, 
forming  isolated  rings  and  arcs  or  curving  lines.  The  mono- 
graph also  contained  a  brief  account  of  its  histological 
features.  The  standard  for  the  minimum  amount  of  resin 
was  reduced  to  9  per  cent.  Jalap  has  not  been  included  in 
subsequent  issues  of  the  B.P.,  but  the  description  given 
above  has  remained  unchanged  in  the  editions  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex  published  in  1934,  1949,  1954  and 
1959. 

Tampico  Jalap 

Around  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century,  tubercles 
that  closely  resembled  Vera  Cruz  jalap  were  exported  as  a 
substitute  for  Vera  Cruz  jalap.  The  plant  was  known  in 
Mexico  as  Purga  de  Sierra  Gorda  and,  since  it  was  exported 
via  Tampico,  it  became  known  in  Europe  as  Tampico  jalap. 

It  contained  from  10  to  15  per  cent,  resin  which,  how- 
ever, was  completely  soluble  in  ether,  so  that  the  drug  was 
not  a  suitable  substitute  for  Vera  Cruz  jalap,  and  thus 
became  an  adulterant  of  the  official  drug.  The  botanical 
source  was  unknown  until  the  plant  was  examined  by  Han- 
bury  (1869),  and  given  the  name  /.  simulans.  Hanbury 
stated  that  the  plant  could  only  be  distinguished  from 
/.  purga,  Hayne,  by  its  bell-shaped  corolla  and,  as  the  tuber- 
cles of  the  plant  are  dug  up  when  the  aerial  parts  have 
died  down,  it  is  quite  possible  for  tubercles  of  the  plant  to 
be  dug  up  in  error  for  those  of  Vera  Cruz  jalap.  The 
occurrence  of  the  tubercles  in  batches  of  Vera  Cruz  jalap 
can  be  observed  from  time  to  time.  They  are  not  available 
as  a  commercial  drug. 

Brazilian  Jalap 

Brazilian  jalap  was  first  offered  for  sale  in  Europe 
towards  the  end  of  the  last  century  as  a  cheap  substitute 
for  Vera  Cruz  jalap.  It  contained  up  to  20  per  cent,  of 
resin,  of  which  about  95  per  cent,  was  insoluble  in  ether, 
so  that  it  gave  a  better  percentage  of  yield  of  the  ether- 
insoluble  portion  than  did  Vera  Cruz  jalap.  The  resin, 
however,  was  partially  soluble  in  water,  giving  a  colloidal 
solution  that  frothed  when  shaken  so  that  it  could  easily 
be  detected  in  admixture  with  the  genuine  resin.  The  drug 
has  therefore  remained  as  a  substitute  for  Vera  Cruz  jalap 
though,  unlike  Tampico  jalap,  it  is  still  readily  available 
as  a  commercial  drug. 

The  nomenclature  of  the  botanical  source  of  the  plant 
or  plants  yielding  this  drug  is  somewhat  confusing.  The 
original  source  was  given  as  Piptostegia  pisonis  Mart.,  and 
that  was  the  name  given  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex,  1934.  In  the  1949  and  subsequent  editions  the 
source  was  given  as  Ipomoea  tuberosa  L.  (=Piptostegia 
pisonis  Mart.).  Other  botanical  sources  have  been  given 
by  various  authors,  though  many  of  the  names  refer  to  the 
same  plant.  However,  it  is  now  fairly  certain  that  the  com- 
mercial drug,  which  consists  of  dried  slices  of  the  tuberous 
roots,  may  be  obtained  from  two  similar  plants  known 
today  as  Merremia  tuberosa  (L),  Rendle  and  Operculina 
macrocarpa  (L),  Urban. 

Ipomoea 

Like  Tampico  jalap,  ipomcea  was  first  introduced  into 
Europe  as  a  substitute  for  or  an  adulterant  of  Vera  Cruz 


jalap.  The  exact  date  of  the  first  importation  is  not  known 
but  was  probably  in  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. In  Germany  the  drug  was  called  stipites  jalap,  jalap 
stalk  or  jalap  tops,  and  in  France  it  went  under  the  names 
fusiform  jalap  and  woody  jalap.  The  material  occurred  in 
irregular  pieces  that  were  sometimes  slices  and  sometimes 
pieces  which  had  been  roughly  hacked  from  a  large  tuber- 
ous root.  In  Mexico,  where  the  roots  are  known  as  male 
jalap,  the  plant  grows  near  to  Orizaba,  and  that  has  led  to 
its  being  referred  to  as  Orizaba  jalap.  The  botanical  source 
of  the  drug  is  /.  orizabensis,  the  name  having  been  given 
by  Ledanois  in  1834;  the  plant  has  also  been  named  /.  bata- 
toides  by  Bentham  and  C.  orizabensis  by  Pelletan. 

Like  Tampico  jalap,  it  was  easily  detected  as  an  adulterant 
in  Vera  Cruz  jalap  because  its  resin  was  almost  completely 
soluble  in  ether.  Hanbury  stated  that  "  the  resin  of  Orizaba 
root  is  held  by  chemists  to  be  identical  with  that  of  scam- 


Mexican  scammony  root 

mony,  of  which  it  has  the  drastic  action,"  and  in  1912 
Power  and  Rogerson  declared  the  two  resins  to  be  almost 
identical.  Their  statement  led  to  the  use  of  Orizaba  jalap 
resin  in  place  of  scammony  resin,  and  in  the  B.P.,  1914, 
the  drug  was  included  under  the  name  ipomcea  in  order  that 
its  resin  might  be  used  as  scammony  resin;  it  was  given  the 
synonym  Mexican  scammony  root.  The  B.P.,  1932,  replaced 
scammony  root  completely  as  the  source  of  the  resin, 
though  it  continued  to  be  referred  to  as  scammony  resin. 
In  the  B.P.,  1948,  it  was,  however,  given  its  own  name — 
ipomcea  resin — though  the  name  scammony  resin  was  re- 
tained as  a  synonym.  Ipomcea  itself  was  given  the  synonym 
scammony  root.  Both  Ipomcea  and  its  resin  were  deleted 
from  the  eighth  edition  (1953),  but  they  are  still  included 
in  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1959,  having  first  been 
included  in  the  1934  edition.

A  SHOPFITTING  solution  to  a  special 
problem  was  overcome  for  Mr.  L.  C. 
Graham,  M.P.S.  (A.  Atkinson  &  Co., 
110  High  Street,  Southend-on-Sea),  by 
William  Mason  &  Son,  Ltd.,  Gelderd 
Road,  Leeds,  12.  The  shop  has  a  nar- 
row frontage,  opening  out  at  the  back 
by  widening  behind  a  staircase  leading 
from  the  street  to  the  upper  floors.  The 
problem,  therefore,  was  threefold :  to 
stamp  the  premises  unmistakably  as  a 
pharmacy  to  shoppers,  many  of  whom 
are  holiday-makers  unacquainted  with 
the  town,  to  attract  them  inside  to  look 
around;  and  to  avoid  bottlenecks  of 
customers  in  the  narrow  portion  of  the 
shop  that  would  prevent  others  from 
passing  through  to  the  rear. 

For  that  reason  the  front  portion  has 
been  kept  clear,  the  ceiling  dark,  and 
the  main  counter  and  island  display 
end-on  to  the  shop  door.  Lighting  is 
directed  upon  the  goods  displayed  on 
the  open  shelves  and  glass-fronted  wall 
cases,  whilst  the  illuminated  sign 
"  prescriptions  ",  though  oversize  in 
proportion  to  the  shop  as  a  whole, 
serves  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  a 
department  whose  only  other  evidence 
is  a  gap  between  showcases  and  shelves 
of  drug  bottles  beyond.
